C ontrol Act. w ill 
begin 
during 
th e current fiscal year, M aj. Dan­ 
iel Noce, U nited States A rm y Dis­ 
trict E ngineer, 
has 
announced. 
Officials of the district engineer’s 
office 
at 
M em phis 
have 
been 
notified by the W ar D epartm ent 
th at $8,526,700 has 
been 
made 
available for the M em phis 
dis­ 
trict. 
M aj. Noce, head of th e 
Mem­ 
phis district, said 
approxim ately 
$2,180,000 of the am ount allotted 
for this d istrict w ill be used 
to 
sta rt w ork 
on 
the 
W appapello 
(M o.) dam 
and 
levee 
system, 
w hich w ill 
extend 
from 
W ap­ 
papello so u th w ard into A rkansas 
along the St. F rancis and its trib ­ 
u taries to P ark in in C ross County. 
N early $1,500,000 has been ap ­ 
p ropriated for the 
W hite 
River 
backw ater reservoir, w hich 
will 
be form ed by a new levee system 
along the W hite R iver 
north 
of 
M cllwood and the present 
Mis­ 
sissippi levee. 
The area between 
th e tw o w ill becom e 
an 
em er­ 
gency reservoir to be used as 
a 
fuse plug floodway which w ill be 
opened 
only 
at 
extrem e 
high 
stages. 
W ork on th e St. Francis levee 
system how ever cannot be started 
until 
landow ners 
donate 
the 
rig h ts-o f-w ay 
and 
m ake 
guar­ 
antees to th e G overnm ent that it 
w ill be protected against all dam ­ 
ages th a t should resu lt from 
the 
construction of such a levee sys­ 
tem . 
D rainage district \ commis­ 
sioners 
along 
the 
St. 
Francis 
R iv er in A rkansas and 
Missouri 
have m et w ith strenuous opposi­ 
tion from som e landow ners along 
th e route of the proposed^ project. 
T he greatest opposition 
seems 


to be com ing from the landow n­ 
ers d irectly in th e path 
of 
the 
levee system w ho are relu ctan t to 
give up th eir lands for the 
con­ 
struction of the flood control p ro ­ 
ject. 
The larger drainage district a p ­ 
p aren tly are in favor of the levee 
system as they see the elim ination 
of an an n u al flood th rea t thro u g h ­ 
out this area. 
Som e of the larger 
districts in M ississippi and C raig­ 
head counties in N ortheast 
A r­ 
kansas have held several 
m eet­ 
ings to m ap 
plans 
for 
raising 
funds w ith w hich to purchase the 
necessary 
rig h t-o f-w ay 
through 
this area. 
In C raighead County, p ractical­ 
ly all d rainage districts have 
a n ­ 
nounced they w ill com bine 
as a 
u n it to purchase the rig h t-o f-w ay 


several h u n d red yards 
from 
the 
stream s, in o rd er th at th e 
land 
lying betw een th e dikes and the 
riv ers w ill serve as a backw ater 
reservoir. 
W ith a w ide expanse 
on 
each 
side of th e riv e r being provided, 
floodw aters w ould pour out over 
a huge area before striking the 
levee. 
T he system , it is said 
by 
engineers, w ould practically g u ar- 
anee p erm an en t protection
